2 D1 -D6 disclose a polymerisation process of olefins, ethylene homo- or copolymers with 
a metallocene catalyst activated with a ionic activator (comprising also a hydroxyphenyl 
ligand onto the boron atom from the anion), wherein an aluminoxane (e.g. MMAO) is 
added, as scavenger or premix with the catalyst system, into the reactor. 
In examples 4-8 of D6 there is an alkoxyaluminum used instead of an aluminoxane, for 
the reaction with the borate salts and the metallocene. 

Therefore D1 -D6 are novelty destroying for the present claims 1 -1 5 with regard to Article 
33(2) PCT.
